‘The History of Gasoline 


At One Time it Was the Infant Terror 
» of the Oil Industry 


Gasoline first compelled public at+ 


in the kerosene or coal oil lamp. In this 
capacity it kept the coroner and the 
insurance adjuster working overtime. 
When crude ofl was first discovered 
in the Pennsylvania district the public 
received it as a cyre-all for disease in: 
stead of a ftel or ‘uti ilfuminant. 
Then it was discovered that by sub- 
jecting it.to distillation a certain por- 
tion of it could be used for lighting 
parposes, to su plant - candles and 


_But it was found that a considerable 
fraction—about twenty per cent.—of 
this oi] had so low a boiling point, was 
so volatile. and explosive, that it was 
extremely dangerous in lamps. At the 
sign . of the coal oil lamp of ‘that 
pioneer period fires . and explosions 
were the prevailing program. 

It was soon seen by the retiners that 
if' kerosene was to become a popular 
illuminant, the ‘light -~boiling point 
fraction” must be taken off the top 
and disposed of in some other: way. 
For a considerable time it was turned 
into the nearest streams and. allowed 
td dispose of itself by evaporation; 
bat experience. proved that this was 
a'decidedly dangerous method of dis- 
posal. The’refiners were forced to rec- 
ognize the-fact that in some: way they 
must find a legitimate commercial out- 
let for this,volatife fluid, which was so 
explobive that it:could not be dumped 
without great peril to life and prop- 
erty. 

Under the pressure of this econom- 
ic necessity, about 1875, a man named 
Hiull, who was in touch with the 
Cleveland refineries, invented a vifpor 
stove which was the father of the 
gasoline stove of today. For a time 
this furnished a very considerable out- 
let. A considerable quantity of gaso- 
line was also consumed at this period 
in street lamps*.and out-of-door light- 
ing systems. : 

About 1903 the motor car with its

The keeping of dairy records was 
started in Canada about 1901 and at 
that time the average yield of milk 
per cow was 2.850 pounds. The num- 
ber of record centres has been gradu- 
ally increasing and go has the mitk 
production. By 1911 the average pro- 
duction had increased to 3,805 pounds 
or an increase of 955 pounds per cow. 
This does not seem much but the fig- 
ures begin to look impressive when 
we consider the nuniber of cows Kept. 
In 1911 there were 2,594,174 cows, ai 
increase of 185,502 compared: with the 
_census of 1901. The increase in the 
number of cows during the ten years 
was only 7 per cent., but the total ia- 
creased milk production for the same 
period was 40 per cent. ‘

is held to be largely responsible for 
the improvement in quality and in 
view of the excellent fesults it is 
regrettable. t: at more dairymen do 
not keep tah on the individual pro- 
duction of his cows.
